The camn- 
solidation embraces the Simmons Hard- 
ware Company, at St. Louis; Bindley 
Hardware Company, of Pittsburg; Wil- 
liam Bingham company, of Cleveland; 
Supple Hardware Company, of Philadel- 
phia; Pacific Hardware and Steel Com- 
pany, of San Francisco; Marshall-Wells 
Hardware Company, of Duluth; Bigelow 
& Dowse company, of Boston; Van Camp 
sHardware and Iron Company, of Indian- 
dapolis; George Tritch Hardware . Com- 
jpany, of Denver; Janney, Semple, Hill 
& Co., of Minneapolis, and forty other 
houéges, representing nearly every im- 
portant trade center of the country. 
Negotiations are still pending with other 
houses, and it is expected there will be 
further accessions to the number already 
mamed in the combination.

Mr. Gilbert has prepared plans for a 


thirteen track station—nine through 
tracks and four spur or short tracks. 
There are now only five tracks under 
the shed and two outside, making a total 
of seven. 

The plan doeg not contemplate the clos- 
ing either Pryor or Loyd streets. It 
is understood it proposes to elevate the 
Whitehall street viaduct about 6 feet, 
and the tracks wili be elevated, while 
Pryor street is to be lowered so as to 
give free passage under them. 

It is prorosed to construct the new 
depot so that passengers will not have 
to cross a single track in going to or 
from a trein. 

The plans are simple, but symmetrical 
and attractive, and it is said the new 
depot will present a handsome appear- 
ance, if built as designed. Governor 
Candler, Mr. Gilbert and others who have 
Seen them say the new structure can be 
put up without damaging in the slightest 
one foot of surrounding property. 

The only question is, they say, Will 
the railroads accede. to these plans? 
They express no doubt that the plans 
solve the problem so far as the question 
of sufficient room is concerned, and if 
the railroads will agree to this proposi- 
tion the quéstion is settled. ' 

Governor Candler Enthusiastic. 


“There is no doubt wnaatever in my 
mina,’ Governor Cundler said yesterduy, 
“that Architect Glibert has solved tne 
prrobiem of a satisfactory depot on ihe 
Stats s property. He omers us a splendid 
depet with thirteen tracks, nine through 
end feur spur tracks. ine pi.ahS salisiy 
ime arecnitect that he- has svived the 
problem; they. satisfy me,.and they are 
«ntirely satisfactory to the icssee of the 
Yestern and Atlantic railroad, expressed 
through President ‘v‘honmies, of the N.isa- 
Visie, Chattanooga and st. Lovis, who 
Was present at the conference. 

"We cannot see how any reasonable 
ran can offer any objection to these 
plans. They do not damage a foot of 
property in Atlanta. It is simply a 
marvel that such plans have been evolved. 
‘there is notping gaudy apout the struc- 
ture they prcpose, but it is symmetrical 
and pleasing. The plans present the pret- 
tiest elevation and the prettiest apprar- 
ence 1 have ever seen. Passengers do 
not have to cross a single track in going 
to or from a train, and not a single strer 
is to be closed. 

“In emplcying Mr. Gilbert my instruc. 
tions to him. were nct ty prepare a plan 
for a depot en the st:te’s property, dut 
to find out first whether a satisfactory 
depot could be built there. He has found 
this out. He has found out that it can be 
done, and he demonstrates that it cin be 
done well.

New York, April 9.—(Spectal.)—The 
Louisville and Nashville and Southern 
railway caused great excitement on the 
ptock exchange here this afternoon. Lous- 
ville had been strong all day, continuing 
the leadership began a week ago, but 
@bout 1 o’clock Morgan brokers startled 
the floor by appearing with orders to buy 
every share of Southern railway offered. 

This movement was the result of the 
rertified news that the Southern railway 
bs @equiring the terminal property of the 
Brufhswick Dock Improvement Company, 
at Brunswick, Ga., and will use it as an 
export port for the great lumber trade of 
the south there by saving hundreds of 
giles of haul. The Brunswick company 
has 5 miles of water front where the 
water is from 2% to 30 feet deep close to 
ghore. The great promise of the under- 
taking startled the usually sedate per- 
eemality of Wall street. No sconer was 
the order reported than brokers came 
gunning from all parts of the room and 
hurled stock at the Morgan faction, 1,000 
shares at a time. They took it as fast as 
it came in blocks of from 1,000 to 10,000. 
Nineteen thousand shares changed hands 
in a few minutes. 

Thousands of Shares Sold. 

There was then 4 lull for a few minutes, 
while brokers called up their cffices and 
told ef the peculiar conditions.

Pennsylvania Is Looking South. 

Chicago, April 9.—(Spectal.)—Upon the 
authority of a large stockholder in the 
Plant system it was stated today that the 
Pennsylvania interest would soon acquire

In this fact, 
it is alleged, is to be found the reason 


| for the purchase by the Atlantic Coast

total to 20,000 miles under one control. 

* Several reasons are assigned for the de- 
sire of the Pennsylvania ‘to secure the 
property of the two companies. The rea- 
son given greatest credence is that the 
prospective purchase, which was condi - 
tioned upon the Atlantic Coast Line db- 
taining the Plant system, is with a view 
to protecting the Pennsylvania’s harbor 
interests in Jersey City and its New York 
interests. It is also rumored that the 
Pennsylvania people are ambitious to con- 
trol the southern situation, and that the 
acquisition of the two systems 
will be used as a whip to compel the Sea- 
board Air Line to dispose of its property 
at a reasonable figure.

They heard the footfalls of some one run- 
ning away through the vacant lot. The 
“broken window was found and the brick 
was lying within a few feet of where Dr. 
Broughton had stood. It was in a direct 
line between the broken sash and where 
Dr. Broughton's head was at the time the: 
missile was thrown. A post had stopped 
the brick, or caused it to fall short.

Charleston, °S. C., April 9—At Cal- 
houn’s funeral, when Hampton made his 
great campaign speech here in 1876, when 
the confederate reunion was held here 
in 1809 ~great bodies of marching men 
filled the str@ets of this ancient city 
and its sidewalks and doors and- win- 
dows were filled with enthusiastic thuu- 
sands; but all those great outpourings 
of the people were small compared to 
the procession which followed President 
Roosevelt to the exposition grounds to- 
day. 

The enthusiasm of the people was un- 
bounded and there was standing room 
only on the sidewalks and porches and 
doorways and m& the wide piazzas of the 
houses along the line of march. Old 
and young were infected with patriotic 
fervor, and a man with whom nine- 
tentks of the people he saw differed po- 
litically was. greeted with every man- 
ifestation of respect that a warm-hearted 
people could show. It reminded one of 
the story told of a little union girl in 
western Maryland who rushed to the 
door of her home to see and possibly 
to scowl at General R. E. Lee as he rode 
past on horsebaick. When she saw ‘his 
splendid face she shrunk back, saying, 
‘How I wish he belonged to us.” So 
thought the best people of Charleston 
today, and thousands of them believed 
it true when they heard the president 
proudly claim his southern birthright at 
the auditorium later in the day. 

The Grand Parade. 

The parade started from the St. John 
hotel, the president’s quarters, at 19 
o'clock, and was composed of marines,

Havemeyer Is Likened to a Bueca- 
neer, and Threat Is Made To 
Take Differential Off Re- 
fined Sugar—Underwood 
for Cuban Bill.

Washington, «pril 9—The feature of 
the second day’s debate in the house on 
'the Cuban reciprocity. bill was an im- 
passioned speech in opposition to the 
measure by William A. Smith, a Michi- 
gan republican: Senators Spooner and 
Quarles, of Wisconsin, and Dolliver, of 
lowa, and a croup of Michigan beet sugar 
mantfacturers in the gallery were in his 
audience, and he was liberally applauded 
by his republican supporters as he as- 
sailed the republican leaders who were 
advocting the bill, boldly charging them 
with being false té the republican doc- 
trine of protection. | 

In the course of his remarks he an- 
nounced that he was wiiiing to vote to 
Sver-rule the chair in order to support 
an amendment to take the differential off 
refined sugar. Mr. Morris, of Minnesota, 
enother republican who made a strong 
speech against the bill, Also made a 
similar announcement, 

The other speakers today were Mr. Ball, 
flemocrat, of Texas, and Mr. Sparkman, 
democrat, of Floriaa, both of whom oOp- 
posed the. bill, and Mr. Mondell, of Wy- 
oming, who advocated its passage. 

The democratic and republican opponents 
of the measure are trying to get together 
on the proposition to take the differ- 
ential-off refined sugar. ‘The indications 
are that the debate will be protracted. 
The demand for time to speak is great, 
and there is now no expectation that the 
gegeral debate*»will be completed until 
next week. 

In the course of Mr. Smith’s speech, 
Mr. Underwood, of Alabama, asked Mr. 
Smith if he would vote to take the differ- 
ential off refined suvar coming from Cu- 
ba. Mr. Smitn replied that no refined 
sugar came from Cuba, and in his turn 

‘he asked Mr. Underwood if his (the dem- 
ocratic’ side would yote to over-rule the 
chair and join in voting to take the dif- 
ferential -# the sugar of the world. 
Underwood and Smith Spar. 

After some sparring, during which Mr. 
Underwood showed a disposition to evade 
the question in response to the promptings 
of the democrats around him, he final- 
hy ventured the prediction that there 
would be an opportunity to vote upon the 
proposition to take the differential off 
the sugar of the world. ‘If there is,’’ 
observed Mr. Smith, “I will watch your 
vote with great interest.’’ . 

“We are not here,” said Mr. Morris, 
“to make laws for the benefit of soldiers 
of fortune who go to Cuba instead of 

‘home, and of such buccaneers as Mr. 
Havemeyer, the head of the sugar trust. 
But, gentlemen,’’ he added, turning to 
his republican colleague, “if yotf: are de- 
termined to do this thing, if you insist 
‘upon giving the sugar trist a present 
of $2,500,000, let us give thé sugar trust 
an dose of its own medicine. Let us force 
the trust to drink of the cup which it 
commends to others. Let us take the dif- 
ferential off refined sugar, under which 
the trust has grown strong and power- 
ful.”’ 

He called on the democrats to stand 
with the republicans and “hit the sugar 
trust and hit it hard.’’ The demoerats 
cried out that they would join with the 
republicans and applauded vigorously. 

Mr. Mondell, of Wyoming, said that as 
a friend of the beet sugar industry who 
desired to put off the day of annexation 
he would support the pending bill. 


Ball Opposes Bill. 


Mr. Ball, of Texas, opposed the bill. 
He contended that it would afford no re- 
lief to Cuba. The bill was a republican 
measure and being such he was ready 
to assume the responsibility of taking his 
stand with the democrats of Louisiana 
in opposition to it rather than with the 
republicans of Pennsylvania in favor of 
it. He denied that the bill was in line 
with democratic doctrine because it was 
admitted that it would not result in re- 
ducing the price of sugar to the Ameri- 
can consumer. Its sole beneficiary, he 
argued, would be the sugar trust. 

He called attention to the section of the 
‘bil which ‘required that Cuba should 
@gree perpetually to protect the United 
States to the extent of 20 per cent of her 
tariff as ,against other countries and 
declared’ that that section alone made it 
absolutely indefensibl® from a democratic 
standpoint.

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Autonomous Rule Defeated. 


VOTE A STRIOT PARTY ONE 
Republicans Then Order Favorable 
on .Bill. Providing for 
_ Civil Government. 


Washington, April 9.—By a strict party 
yote the Insular committee of the house | 
today voted down a substitute proposed 
ty the .democratic members ‘‘to estab- 
lish a stable and autonomous government 
in the Philippines,” and then by a like 
party vote ordered a favorable report on 
ihe measur? prepared by the republican 


members establishing a complete form 
of civil government for the islands. 

The chief interest today was in the 
substitute proposed by the democratic 
members and prepared by Representative 
Jones, of Virginia. It is proposed 
eventual independence the Philippines, 
the islands to remain under the Philip- 
pine commission until July 4, 1908, then 
eight years of qualified independence, 
then complete independence, the insur- 
rection meanwhile to cease, the United 
States to have thre coaling statious and 
two naval stations. 

Representatiye Patterson, democrat, 
of Tennessee, offered an amendment to 
the majority bill providing for the abcli- 
tion of slavery throughout the islands 
and for the annulment of the treaty 
made between General Bates and the 
sultan of Sulu, 

Chairman Cooper ualled attention to 
the clause in the majority bill that 
“neither slavery nor involuntary servi- 
tuda shall exist in the islands.’’ 

Mr. Patterson thought that this re- 
striction would not be effective so long 
as the Bates treaty remained in force, 

The amendment was rejected. 

Mr. Jones, explaining the democratic 
substitute more in detail, said: 

“The democratic substitute is based on 
the theory of giving the Philippines 
eventual indeperdence. We leave the 
affairs of the islands with the present 
Philippine commission until July 4, 1903. 
From that date and until July 4, 1911, a 
period of eight years, we provide for the 
qualified independence of the islands, 
with a view to leading up-to complete 
independence, which begins. at the latter 
date. The qualified independence is 
granted on condition that there is a 
complete cessation of War and all organ- 
ized armed opposition. Moreover, it is 
granted on specified conditions precedent, 
Lamely, that the United States shall have 
three coaling. stations and twv naval 
stations, and convenient terminal points 
for submarine cables; that the maximum 
rate of duty imposed against ‘articles 
shipped from this cougtry, except opium 
and liquors, shall be 20 per cent ad valo- 
rem, and that American citizens shall 
be guaranteed certain rights of travel, 
trade, etc., in the islands. 

“After the expiration of thig eight- 
year period, opr substitute provides the 
manner in which the Philippine republic 
can frame its constitution. During the 
intermediate period the islands are un- 
der executive authority of a president 
of the Philippines and a secretary of 
State, both appointed by the president 
for terms of four years. There is also 
provision for a cabinet or advisory 
board, to be selected by the president 
of the Philippines. Provision ig niade 
for a legislative body consisting of thirty 
senators —_ 100 representatives, to be 
elected  * he qualified voters of the 
islands. he electorate is to be com- 
posed of male persons 21 years old who 
are residents of the islands for three 
years, or who can read or write any 
language, or who have paid $2 poll or 
other taxes. Our bill proviges much 
lower salaries than the republican meas- 
use. As to the proposed coinage sys- 
tem, that is left for the Philippine con- 
gress to determine. they to establish 
mints, fix the standard, etc.’’

Boston Magnate Makes Sensational 
Disclosures in Libel Suit. 
Boston, April 9.—A Iifbel suit growing 
“ut of certain publications during a po- 
litical canvass at Lynn, Mass., last fall, 
brought by ex-State Representative 
Frank P. Bennett, of Saugus, agains: 
John F. Donahue and The Lynn Daily 
Item, now in its second week of trial 
in the superior court here, was of excap- 
tional interest today. Thomas W. Law- 
son was the chief witness. He spoke 
for the defense, which is at present at- 
tacking Mr. Bennett’s alleged business 

methods. 

Mr. Lawson stated that Mr. Bennett 
had endeavored to secure advertising 
from him ard told of a conversation 
which he had with plaintiff in which 
there figured ar article saii1 to involvs 
the name cf Aretas Blood, president of 
Mr. Laws?n’s company. 

“I told him,” said Mr. Lawson, “that 
if he should publish such a story about 
me I’d kill him.” 

Mr. Lawson testified: “Bennett came 
to me aid said he had seen Mr. Blood 
and he was going to advértise.”’ 

“I said: ‘I hav3 talked with Mr. Blood 
and I find you are right, but before I 
bind the contract you are to show me 
the article you threatened to publish if 
Mr. Blood did not advertise.”

Bennett said, ac- 
cording to the witness, that if he was 
elected speaktr he could get whatever 
legislation wanted for his gas company 
and say who should be appointed on the 
committees. He asked for $5,000 down 
to be spent in advertising and $10,000 or 
315,000 more would be necessary if he 
should be elected gpeaker, 

Witness refused to have @y such 
dealings with him. 

Mr. Lawson's statement created a pro- 
found sensation in the court room.

Senator Clay Looks After the 
State’s Interest in Riv- 
er-Harbor Bill, - 


OVER QUARTER MILLION 
ADDED BY COMMITTEE 


‘This Is Additional to Over a Million 
Providing for Continuing Con- 
tracts—Senator Clay Thinks 
That the Bill Will 
Pass. 


Washington, April §.—(Special.)—The 
river ami harbor appropriation mill, which 
will probably be reported to the senate 
tomorrow, will carry an increase for Geor- 
gia of $264,000 in excess of the amount 
appropriated by the house. ‘Thie bDUl as a 
whole shows an increase of approximate- 
ly $5,000,000 over the house bill, not one 
of the appropriations made by the house 
having been reduced. 


Senator Clay, who is a member of the 
commerce committee, has been working 
for about ten days with other memfiérs 
of the committee upon the details of the 
bill, and. the result of his Jabors is found 
in the increases mentioned, 

Many Increases for Georgia. 

At the instanee of Representative Brant- 
ley, Senator Clay secured severa] amend- 
ments of interest to the eleventh district. 
The appropriation for the Oconee 
creased from $15,000 to $30,000, for outer 
bar and inner harbor at Brunswick. in- 
crease of $25,000, making the total $165 000 
for inside water route from Savannah to 
Fernandina, to be expended on Jekyl 
creek and divisions (new item), $15,000 
Provision is also made for a survey and 
an estimate on the cost of connecting 
Clutb and Plantation creeks so as to pro- 
vide an inside water route from the Al- 
tamaha river into the port of Brunswick 

Senator Clay, with the aid of the Ala- 
bama senators, also secured a very sub- 
Stantial increase in the appropriation fdr 
the Coosa. Judge Maddox has actively 
cooperated with Senator Clay in working 
for this increase, which is $209,000. This 
makes the total appropriation for the 
Coosa $234,000. Of this amount $110,000 is 
cash and the rest is represented in con- 
tinuing the contract. 


Clay Says Bill Will Pass. 


Thé appropriation for Colonel Goodyear, 
of Brunswick, in payment for work done 
under his former arrangement with the 
government is retained in the bill. In- 
cluding this the total cash appropria- 
tions—that is, appropriations immediate- 
ly available for Georgia—foot up. $555,000, 
with new continuing contracts authorizea, 
amounting to $1,124,000. Senator Clay ex- 
pressed confidence that the bill would 
pass the senate as prepared by the com- 
mittee and that it would become a law, 
despite all the talk of opposition by the 
friends of the ship subsidy bill.

ANTI CONSPIRACY MEASURE. 


Report Is Made by House Judiciary 
Committee. 

Washington, April-¥.—rne nouse com- 
mittee on judiciary, through Chairman 
Ray, today filed tne report on the bill 
popularly Known as tne Hoar-srosvenor 
anti-injunction and ,anti-conspiracy bill. 
The measure has attracted widespread at- 
tention in labor and raiirdad circies, and 
Mr. Ray’s report is an exhhustive review 
of the eonditions to be affected. He sum- 
Marizes as Irollows: 

“If this bill becomes a law, in ail la- 
bor disputes between employers and em- 
ployees the following conditions will exist: 

“It will not be a crime to merely make 
an contract, combination or agreement to 
do an act which may be 1n restraint of 
interstate or foreign commerce if such 
act, when committed, by one person act- 
ing alone would not be a crime. 

“Tt will not be a criminal conspiracy 
for two or more persons to merely con- 
traict, combine, or agree to do an act in 
restraint of interstate or foreign com- 
merce if such acts would not be criminal 
if actually commrutted by ome person act- 
ing alone. 

“No injunction or restraining order will 
lawfully issue based solely on such con- 
tract, combination or agreement.”

brigade commander is constrained to the 
belief that active opposition to our occu- 

ation of the island has crumbled away... 

here are undoubtedly a considerable 
number left in the mountains who remain 
in opposition to us, but their power of 
resistance has been shattered. We have 
in the past cotnpélied them to respect our 
powers in arms; we must in the future 
compel them to. respect our generosity of 
heart toward a vanquished foe, and our 
purity of purpose in waging war upon 
their unguided leaders and their follow- 
ers. ~ 

‘‘Henceforth, then, it must be the labor 

of our officers ‘and men to assist the loy- 
al natives in’ repairing the ravages of 
war. No opportunity should be lost to 
instruct them that the Americans have 
come among them, not to take from them 
any of the good things of life, but rather 
to give them more aid in greater measure 
than they have ever enjoyed before. But 
very member ofthe. brigade is enjoined 
never to lose from sight the fact that he is 
dealing with a people which, through 
pecularities of their island topography, 
have developed into lines quite divergent 
from those traveled by the great major- 
ity of their fellow Filipinos, Our troops 
must always keep in.mind that the stand- 
ards of the natives of Samar were 4an- 
nounced to the world at Balangiga. 
Watchfulness and kindness henceforth 
must go hand in hand. 
e “And now that. the period when our 
troops must be constantly on the move 
has, in the judgment.of the brigade com- 
mander, virtually passed, he takes pleas- 
ure in revoking his former order forbid- 
ding the residence ;within the brigade of 
the families of officers.’’

Phila®=™=*a, April 9.—An announcement 
was made today by Edward B. Smith & 
Co., of this city, bankers, that the Chec- 
taw, Oklahoma and Gulf Rafiread Com- 
pany has been soki to Speyer & Co., 
bankers, of New York. The announce- 
ment is as follows: 

“By authority of President Gowan, it is 
stated that a majority of the stock of the 
Choctaw, Oklahoma and Gulf Retflroad 
Company has been sold ta Messrs. Speyer 
& Co at the price of $80 for the common 
and $60 for the preferred before ex-April 
dividend. Under the terms of the sale 
thus made the purchasers agree to take 
at the same price a]! stock offered.” 

The stock issue of the Choctaw amounts 
to 176,000 shares of common par value, 
$3,800,000, and 120,000 shares of preferred, 
par value $6,000,000, 

It was not officially announced for 
whom Speyer & Co. are acting. As. the 
April dividend emounts to $1.2 on pre- 
ferred stock, the price named is equivalent 
to $61.25. The dividend on the common 
stock per share is $1.50. Dividends. are 
peyable on April 30 to stockholders as 
registered April 12. Mr. Smith intimated 
today that the sale would bring over $21,- 
000,000 to this city, where mist of the 
stock is held. 

Francis I. Gowan, president of the 
Choctaw, tonight said that he was not in 
a position to talk in detail on the sub- 
ject.

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KING LEOPOLD RUNS. 
TO ESCAPE MAD MOB 


Red Flags Waved in His Face, Accompanied by Cries 
for a Republic--Rioting Follows Incident 
and Many Are Injured. 


RUSSELS, April 9.—King Leopold 
B was mobbed by socialists this after- 

noon on his arrival here from Biar- 
ritz. The meeting between the socialists 
and the king was quite accidental, but 
it was none the less unpleasant for his 
majesty, whose automobile was surround- 
ed “by excited socialists, who shouted: 
“Long live the repub‘ic!” “Long live uni- 
vergal suffrage!"’ and waved red flags in 
the king’s face. - ) é' 

The socialists had collected at the rail- 
road station to bid farewell to the mem- 
bers of a delegation of Spanish republi- 
can deputies, who had att2nded the so- 
cialist gatherings here, and who had par- 
ticipated in last night’s demonstration. 

The police this morning informed the 
Spaniards that they must leave Brussels 
forthwith, and the delegates were escort- 
ed to the station by a large gathering 
Of socialists, bearing red flags. 

Outran His Pursuers. 

The king happened to arrive 
same time and had difficu’ty in getting 
Lis automobile out of the crowd, but. he 
finally found an opening and outdistanced 
his pursuers. 

In the chamber of representatives to- 
day, M. Furnemont, socialist, gave no- 
tice of his intention to interpellate the 
government on what he termed a “gross 
breach of international hospitality’ in 
expelling the Spanish deputies. 

‘The socialist incident today has arous- 
ed intense excitement and there are fears 
of further disturbances and complica- 
tions. The minister of war, General 
Cousebant Alekinad, has ordered the mi- 
tia reserves of eighteen regiments to 
be in readiness to rejoin the colors, and 
gendarmes of all the divisions are held 
in instant readiness to march wherever 
required. 

Culminated in Riot. 

The anti-Catholic agitation culminated 
fm a rio~- here tonight. A thousand so- 
clalists attended a meeting at the Maison 
du Peuple and afterwards marched to 
Sentin street, where they stoned the 
house of a Catholic deputy. The police 
charged the rioters with drawn swords. 
Several of the latter were severely in- 
jured and twenty were arrested. - 

Midnight—Smashing of windows, re- 
volver firing and other disorders contin- 
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ued here throughout the evening. <A 
crowd of rioters, marching toward the 
suburb of Schaerbeek, drove three po- 
licemen into a cafe. The rioters looted 
this cafe an& wounded all three of the 
policemen by revolver shots. Rein- 
forcements of gendarmes have been sent 
to Schaerbeek. 
Rioting at Liege. 

Liege, Belgium, April 9.—A procession 
of fifteen hundred persons met the dele- 
gation of Spanish republican deputies 
who were expelled from Brussels when 
they arrived at the railroad station here. 
The Spaniards were given a riotous wel- 
come, but the gathering was dispersed 
by the police. Four persons were injur- 
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ed. The rioters smashed the windows of. 


a Jesult church and seminary. A dep- 
uty named Troelet was among the per- 
sons wounded. 

During an anti-Catholic. riot at Ghent 
several persons were injured and a num- 
ber arrested.

past. The president was dressed in a 
well-fitting Prince Albert, cut rather high 
in the neck, and buttoned closely, show- 
ing only a small section of a t&rn-down 
collar and blue and white four-in-hand 
tie. ' 

The first speaker was Captain F. W. 
Wagener, president of the exposition 
company. He was received enthusias- 
tically and in a very few words extend- 
ed cordial greetings to the president and 
the members of the party and all visitors 
to the exposition. 

Governor McSweeney, of South Car- 
olina, was the next speaker, and he ex- 
tended the warmest and Kindest greet- 
ings to the president from the people 
of South Carolina. 


Governor Ayeock Speaks. 

The next address was made by Gov- 
ernor Aycock, of North Carclina, who 
brought kind words and a heartfelt wel- 
come fiom the Old North State. Gov- 
ernor Aycock is a most eloquent speaker 
and he was received with great ap- 
plause. He assured the president that 
all North Carolina was glad to have 
him in the south at any time, but espe- 
cially on this particular occasion, the 
holding of the greatest exposition ever 
held in the south. Many visitors were 
here from his own state to join with 
South Carolina in welcoming him. 

Mayor J. Adger Smyth then introduced 
the president. The audience seemed to 
have guessed Mayor Smyth's purpose, 
for there was a burst of applause the 
moment he arose from his scat. 

At the conclusion of the president’s 
speech he presented a gword tc. Major 
Micah Jenkins, who was with the 
“Rough Riders’ in Cuba. 

After the exercises in the auditorium 
the president and his party made an 
inspection of the different buiidings and 
viewed all of the exhil@its that they could 
in the Hmited time at their command. 
Before the inspection ‘all the buildings 
were cleared of visitors, as far as possi- 
ble, by the United States marines.

Civil War Wounds Healed, Says President Roosevelt, 
and Both North and South Can Glory in the 
Priceless Memories of the Sixties. 


HARLESTON, April 9.—President 
Roosevelt, in his address at the ex- 
position grounds, spoke as fol- 
ann peculiar privilege to speak 

‘*I¢ le to me a peculiar p ege to 
here in your beautiful city. My mother’s 
people were from Georgia; but before they 
came to Georgia, before the revolution, in 
the days of colonial rule, they dwelt for 
nearly a century in South Carolina, and 
therefore I c claim your state as mine 
by inheritance. no less than by the 
stronger and nobler right which makes 
each foct of American-goil in a sense the 
property of all Americans. 

“Chamnleston ig not only a typical south- 
ern city; it # also a city where history 
teems with events which link themselves 
to American history as a whole. In the 
early colonial days Charleston was the 
outpost of.iour people against the Spaniard 
in the south; in the days of the revolu- 


tion there occurred here some of the, 


events which vitally affected the out- 
come of the struggle for independence and 
which impressed themselves most deeply 
upon the popular mind.] 


Civil War Wounds Healed. 


“It was here that the tremendous, ter- 
rible €@rama of civil war opened. With 
delicate amd thoughtful courtesy you 
originally asked me to come f6 this ex- 
pcsition on the birthday of Abraham Lin- 
ecln. The invitation not only showed a 
fine generosity and manliness in you, my 
bests, but it also emphasized what hardly 
anything else could emphasize, how com- 
pletely we are now a united people. The 
vounds left by the great civil war, in- 
comparably the greatest war of modern 
times, have healed and its memories are 
now priceless heritages of honor alike to 
the nort:. and to the south. The devotion, 
the self-sacrifice, the steadfast rcsolution 
and lofty daring, the high devotion to the 
right as each man saw it. whether north- 
erner or southerner, al} these qualities of 
men and women of the early sixties now 
shine luminously and prilliant before our 
eyes, while the mists of anger and hatred 
that once dimmed them have passed away 
forever. All of us, north and south, can 
glory alike in the valor of the men who 
were the biue and of the men who wore 
the gray. 
ircn men could fight to its terrible finish 
the giant struggle between the hosts of 
Grant and Lee. To us of the present day

Gren, the valiant deeds, the high en- 
déeavor and abnegation of self shown in 
that struggle by those who took part 
therein will remain forevermove to mark 
the jJevel on which we in our turn must 
tise whenever our nation’s n-ed may come. 


Southerners in Spanish War. 


“When four years ago this nation was 
compelled to face a’foreign foe, the .com- 
pleteness of the reunion became instant- 
ly and strikingly evident. The War was 
not one which called for the exercise of 
more than an insignificant fraction of our 
strength. and the strain put upon us was 
Slight indeed compared with the results. 
But it was a satisfactory thing to see 
the way in which sons of the soldier of 
the union and soldier~-ef the confederacy 
leaped eagerly forward, emulous to show 
in brotherly rivalry the qualities which 
had won renown for their tatners, the 
men of the great war. It was mv good 
fortune to serve under an ex-confederate 
general, gallant old Joe Wheeler, who 
commanded the cavalrymen at Santiago. 
In mv regiment there were men whose 
fathers had served in the sonthefn ‘as 
there were men whose fatners nad served 
in the northern army. Among the cap- 
tains there was opportunitv to promote 
but one to a fleld rank. ‘The man who 
was isngied out for this promotion because 
of conspkruous gallantry in the field was 
the son of a gonfederate general ond was 
himself a cilinen of this. the Palmetto 
State, and no American officer could wish 
to march to hattle beside a more loyal. 
gallant anmj absolutely fearless comrade 
than my former cap tein and major,. your 
fellow-citizen, Micah Jenkins. 


+ Ex-Confederate in Philippines. 


‘“‘A few months ago, owing to the en- 
forced absence of the governor of the 
Philippines it became necessary to nomi- 
nate a vice ‘governor to take his place 
—one of the most important places in our 
government at this time. I nominated as 
vice governor an ex-confederate, General 
Luke Wright, of Tennessee. it is there- 
fore an ex-confederate who now stands 
as thé exponent of this government and 
this people,in that great group of islands 
in the eastern seas over which the Amer- 
ican flag floats. General Wright has 
taken a leading part in the work of 
steadily bringing order and peace out of 
the chaos in which we found the islands. 
He is now taking a ieading part. not 
merely tn upholding the honor of the 
flag, by making it respected, as the Sym- 
bol of our power, but still More in up- 
holding its honor by unwegarted labor 
for the establishment of orderiy liberty, 
of law-creating. law-abiding civil gov- 
ernment under its folds. 

“The progress which has been made 
under General Wright and those like him 
has been indeed marvelous. In fact, a 
letter of the ‘general's the other day 
seemed to show that he considered there 
was far more warfare about the Philip-. 
pines in this couptry than there was 
warfare in the ilippines themselves. 
It is an added proof of the complete- 
ness of the reunion of our country that 
one of the foremost men who have been 
instrumental in driving forward the great 
work for civ)jization and humanity in 
the Philippines has been a man who in 
the civil war fought with distinction in 
a uniform .of confederate gray. 

“If ever the need comes in the future 
the past has made abundantly evident 
the fact that from this time on north- 
erner and southerner will fn war know 
only the generous desire to strive how 
each can do the more effectiv@ service 
for the flag of our common country. The 
same thing is true in the endless work 
of peace, the never-ending work of 
building and keeping the marvelous 
fabric of our industrial prosperity. The 
upbuilding of any part of our country 
is a benefit to the whole, and every such 
effort as this to stimulate the resource 
and industry of a particular section is 
entitled to the heartiest support from 
every quarter of the union. Thoroughly 
good national work can be done only if 
each of us works hard for himself and 
at the same time keeps constantly in 
mind that he must work in cvnjunction 
with others. 

Our Relations to Cuba. 


“You have made a particular effort in 
your exhibition to get into touch wth 
the West Inaies. This ® wise. The 
events of the last four years have shown 
us that the West Indies and the isthmus 


Those were iron times and only. 


in the future accupy a far larger place 
in our national agg 4 than in the pas‘. 
This is proved by the n tiations for 
the purchase of the Danish islands, the 
acquisition of Porto Rico, the preparation 
for building an isthmian, canal, and final- 
ly the changed relations which these 
years have produced ween us and 
Cuba. As a nation we have an especial 
right to take honest pride in what we 
have done for Cuba. ‘Our critics abroad 
and at home have'‘insisted that we never 
intended to leave the island. But on 
the 20th af next month Cuba becomes a 
free republic, and we turn over to th? 
islanders the control of their own gov- 
ernment. It would be very difficult to 
find a parallel in the condiwet of any 
Other great state that has occupied such 
a position as ours. We have kept our 
word and done our duty just as an 
honest individual in gq-rivate. life keeps 
his word and dors his duty. 

“Be it remembered, however, that after 
over three years occupation 2f the island, 
we turn it over to the Cubans in a bet- 
ter condition than it ever has been in 
the centuries of Spanish rule. This has 
a direct bearing upon our own welfare. 
Cuba is so near to us that we can never 
be indifferent te mirgovernment andi 
disaster within its limits. The mere 
fact that our administration in the 
islands has minimized the danger from 
the dreadful scourge ,of yellow fever 
alike to Cuba and to ourselves. is suffi- 
cient to emphasize the community of in- 
terest between us. But there are other 
interests which bind us together. Cuba‘s 
position makes it necessary that her po- 
litical relations with us should differ 
from her political relations with other 
powers. This fact has been formulated 
bv us and accepted by-the Cubans in the 
Platt amendments. It follows as a corai- 
lary that where the Cubans have thus 
assumed a position of relationship to our 
political system they must similarly 
Stand in a peculiar relationship to our 
economic system. 


What Cuba Must Do. 


“We have rightfully insisted upon 
Cuba adopting toward vs an attitude 
differing politically from that she adopts 
toward any other power; and in. return, 
as a2 matter of right, we must give ‘+o 
Cuba a different—that is, a vetter—posi- 
tion economically in her relations with 
us than we give to other powers. This 
is thg course dictated by sound policy, 
by a wise and far-sighted view of our 
own interest and by the position we have 
taken during the past four years. We 
are a wWeaithy and powerful country, 
dealing with a much weaker one; and 
the contrast in wealth and. strength 
makes it all the more our duty to deal 
with Cuba es we have already dealt 
with her, in a spirit. of large generosity. 

“This exposition is rendered possible 
because of the period of industrial pros- 
perity through .which we are. passing. 
While material well-being is never all- 
sufficient to the life of a nation, yet it is 
the merest truism to say that its ab- 
sence means ruin. We need to build a 
higher life upon it as a foundation; but 
we can build little, indeed, unless this 
foundation of prosperity is deep and 
broad. The well-being which we are 
now enjoying can be secured only 
through general business prosperity, and 
Such prosperity is conditioned upon the 
energy and hard work, the sanity and 
the mutual respect of all classes of cap- 
italists, large and small. ef wage-earn- 
ers of every degree. As is inevitable in a 
time of business prosperity, some men 
succeed more than others, and it is un- 
fortunately also inevitable that when this 
is the case some unwise people are sure 
to try to appeal to the envy and jealousy 
of those who succeed least. It is a good 
thing when thesersappeals are made to 
remember that while it is difficult to ih- 
crease prosperity by law, it is easy 
enough to ruin it, and that there is small 
satisfaction to the less prosperous if 
they succeed in overthrowing both the 
more prosperous and themselves in the 
crash of :a common disaster. 
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Social and Economic Questions. 
“Ever? industrial exposit:ion of this type 
necessarily calls up the thought o£ the 
complex social and economic questions 
which are involved in our present indus- 
trial system. vur astounding matertal 
prosperity, the sweep and rush rather 
than the mere ;.arch of our progressive 
material development, have brougnt grave 
troubles in their train. We cannot af- 
ford to blink at these troubles any more 
tha & because of them we can afford to ac- 
cept as true the gloomy forebodings of 
the prophets of evil. There are great 
problems before us. They are not in- 
soluble, but they can be solved only if 
we approach them.in a spirit of resolute 
fearlessness, of common sense and of 
honest intention to do fair and equal 
justice to all men alike. We are certain 
to fail if we adopt the policy of the dem- 
agogue, who raves against the wealth 
which is simply the torm of embodied 
thrift, foresight and -intelligence; who 
would shut the door of opportunity 
against those wnose energy we should 
especially foster, by penalizing the qual- 
ities which tell for success. vsust as lit- 
tle can we afford to follow those who fear 
to recognize injustice and to endeavor to 
cut it out because the task is difficult or 
even—if performed by unskilled hands— 
dangerous. ; 
“This is an era of great combinations, 
both of labor and capital. In many: ways 
these combinations have’ worked for good, 
but they must work under the law and 
the laws concerning them must be just 
and wise or they will inevitably do evil, 
and this applies as much to the richest 
corporation as to the most powerful labor 
union. Our laws must De wise, sane, 
healthy, eonceived in the spirit of those 
who scorn the mere agitator, the mere 
inciter of class or sectional natred, who 
wish justice for all men; who recognize 
the need of adhering so far as possible 
to the old American doctrine of giving 
the widest possible sco 
exercise of individual initiative and yet 
who recognize also that after combina- 
tions have reached a certain stage it 
is indispensable to the general welfare 
that the nation should exercise over them, 
cautiously and with self-restraint. but 
firmly, the power of supervision and reg- 
ulation. 
“Above all. the administration of the 
government, the enforcement of the Jaws, 
must be fair and nonest. ‘ihe laws are 
not to be administered either in the in- 
terest of the poor man or the interest 
of the rich man. ‘They are simply to be 
administered justiy; in the interest of -jus- 
tice of each -man.\be he rich or be he 
poor—giving immunity to no violator, 
whatever form the violation may assume, 
Such is the obligation which every public 
servant takes, 2nd to it he must be true 
under penalty of forfeiting tne respect 
both of himself and of nis reiiows.’’

When President Roosevelt concluded his 
speech at the exposition, President Wag- 
ener announced tl:at th: friends and ad- 
mirers of Major Jenkins in South Caro- 
lina wished to puesent. the sword to 
Majcr Jenkins ofthis oftaston, and pre- 
sented Governor Thompson to the au- 
dience.

CREASE OF $17,000. 


Falling Off Is Among the Negroes, 
the White Schools Being 
Benefited. 


Montgomery, Ala., April. 9.—(Special.)— 
The poll tax returns for the Past year 
iaré complete at the auditor’s office with- 
in a few hundred dollars and the result 
is somewhat disappointing. - . 

Using round numbers, the aggregate 
will show a falling $6ff as compared with 
last year of $17,000. The decrease, it is 
alleged, would have been greater, but a 
Zood deal of money was paid in in some 
counties before the yoters found that un- 
der the new constitution payment is pure- 
ly voluntary, 

Last year under collection by duress the 
total was $165,000. This year the only con- 
straint is that if the voter did not pay he 
lost his vote, and the aggregate is $138,000, 

The decrease is, however, all among the 
negroes, the white making ‘a large gain, 
How much was paid by the two races 
is not shown in the returns, ‘but as a 
matter of news tt Was gathered from the 
tax collectors during the collection that 
the whites paid it nearly all. 

As the fund goes to the schools of the 
race paying the tax, the white schools 
have already been the gainers by the 
voluntary system of the new constitu- 
tion. ’

‘BY TRIO OF WOMEN 


These Events Occurred in Past Ten 
Days in Hinds County, Miss. 


WOMEN WERE NEGRESSES 


Two of the Men Lost Their Lives for 
Having Attempted Criminal 
Assault—The Third Death 
Was Caused by Acci- 
dent. 


Jackson, Miss., April 9.—(Special.)—It 
has been learned that within the past ten 
day® three men have been killed in Hinds 
county, in this state, and the most unus- 
ual feature is that each of the three 
was put to death by a negro woman.

A man named Henry Bracy was 
killed. 

The last of these tragedies is reported 
from the Van Winkle district. Joe Jones 
attempted a criminal assault upon a ne- 
gress, Mary Pace. She resisted Jones vig- 
crously ond, securing a double-barrel 
shot gun, fired at him, the discharge lit- 
erally blowing the head from the body.

McDermott Admits His Guilt in the 
Normal Robbery. 
Huntsville, Ala, April 9.—(Special.)— 
George McDermot, who was charged 
with being an accomplice in the robbery 
of the postoffice at Normal, in 1900, was 
brovght ‘to this city from Birmingham 
vesterday and arraigned in the United 
States court. McDermott entered a plea 
of guilty and was remanded to the cus- 
tody of the marshal to await sentence. 
Two men, including Fred Seguin, for 
whom efforts are being made in Chicago 
to get a pardon, have been convicted of 
robhing the postoffice at Normal, and 
McDermott would probably have been

Copenhagen, April ¥.—I'ne janastning, or 
upper house, today concihideda its secret 
debate on the treaty providing for the 
sale of the Dantsh West Indies islands 
to the United States. The opposition 
moved to neject the treaty outright, but 
the motion was lost by 2 to 35 votes. 

The landsthing majority report, which 
was signed by thirty-five members, rec- 
ommends the ratification of the treaty 
after a secret vote by electors, who are 
qualified to vote for members of the co- 
lonial council of the Danish West Indies. 
These electors are holders of property 
worth 2,000 kroner and upward. The ple- 
biscite heretofore demanded involved the 
entire population, including the negroes, 
s0 the proposals are much modified. 
Twenty-two supporters of the govern- 
ment signed the minority report, which 
is in favor of the ratification or the treaty 


without a plebiscite. 


MOONSHINERS IN NEW YORK. 


Illicit Whisky Still Raided by Reve- 
nue Officers. 

New York, April 9.—An unlicensed whis- 
ky still, which, according to the revenue 
officers, was one of the largest ever dis- 
covered in this state, was raided in this 
city last night.

GIVEN MURDERER 


Floyd Reese, Negro, Must Die for Kill- 
ing Anthony Lane. 


WILL BE SENTENCED TODAY 


Reese Was Caught Stealing Corn by 
Party Set To Watch for Him. 
He Killed Mr. Lane, but 
Was Quickly Captured. 


Waynesboro, Ga., April 9.—(Special.)-— 
Quick justice has been meted out by 
the superior court here in the case of 
Floyd Reese, a negro, who shot and 
killed Anthony ITane, a white ban, 19 
miles below here Saturday. In four days 
after the murder occurred Reese was 
tried and convicted, and tomorrow Judge 
Brinson will pass the death sentence 


upon him. 

Reese lived on a plantation of Dr. Mc- 
Master. It seems that some one had 
been stealing corn from the crib of Dr. 
MkMaster for some time and Mr. Reese. 
the overseer, had been on the watch 
for the thief, but could not catch him. 
Messrs. Anthony Lane and Dave Cullen 
were employed to help watch, and they 
were on duty when the thief made his 
appearance. They saw a man come up 
behind the crib and commence to rip 
the boards off. 

The Killing of Lane. 

Mr. Lane went around the crib in one 
Cullen went in tho 
other. Mr. Lane came upon the thief 
first, and, recognizing him, called to him 
by name and ordered him to hold un 
his hands. The thief :picked up his gun 
and fired at Mr. Lane and made off. Mr. 
Cullen fired two shots at Reese as he 
ran by him, thinking that the first shot 
was fired by Mr. Lane. . Mr. Cullen 
called to him to help chase the negro, 
but received no response. 

Mr. Reese came out from the house 
with a lantern and was told by Mr. Cul- 
len what had occurred, and together 
they made an investigation. They found 
Mr. Lane lying on the ground near the 
barn, dead, having been shot through 
the neck, death resulting instantly. 
Reese was arrested immediately and 
lodged in jail. 

Court met Monday and a true bill was 
quickly rendered against him yesterday 
afternoon. The case was called for trial, 
lasting all through today. Th? jury was 
out cnly a few minutes before returning 
a verdict. 

Prompt action on the part of the au- 
thorities averted trouble, as it was an- 
ticipated that there would likely: have 
been a lynching had it not been that the 
session of court was so near at hand.

Booker ,has a kKrife cut on the leg, 
which he says was accidentally. inflicted 
by another negro in a friendly tussel 
prior to the trouble in which he killed 
John.

Letter to Widow in Macon 
from Arkansas Physician 
Deepens Mystery. 


WAS ILL IN HOT SPRINGS 
FROM LAUDANUM EFFECTS 


Aithough They Worked Hard To 
Save His Life, He Was Too Far 
Under the Influence of 
the, Drug, and Died. 


Macon, Ga., April 9.—(Special.)—The 
remains of Crowéll Moore arrived from 
Hot Springs, Ark., this morning and were 
taken to Jones county for burial. 

Another mysterious feature has been 
added to this strange case. Today Mrs. 
Moore received a letter from a physician 
at Hot Springs, which stated that her 
husband reached Hot Springs last Satur- 
day morning ili from the effects of 
Iaudanum, and though three physi¢ians 
gave him heroic treatment, he was too 
far under the influence of the drug when 
they commenced to work on him for them 
to save his life, and he died in about 
three hours after reaching Hot Springs. 

Where and under what circumstances 
he drznk the laudanum is not known. It 
is not believed that he took the drug 
with suicida! intent, The fact that Moore 
‘reached Hot Springs without any money; 
whereas he left Macon with a large sum, 
causes some to think that the laudanum 
may have been administered to him and 
he then being robbed. 

Mrs. Moore has written to Hot Springs 
for full particulars of the illness and 
death of her husband.

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The Southern Suffrage Question. 

The Outlook, edited by Dr. Lyman 
Abbott, is a very alert and able com- 
mentator upon public questions, and 
an unusually sane thinker upon most 
, of our southern problems. 

Notably The Outlook has accepted 
the facts in the suffrage situation in 
the southern states and ‘is frank to 
gay that the regulation of electoral 
matters making for good or evil gov- 
ernment in this section must be left 
to the intelligence and experience of 
the best elements of the southern 
people, without the intervention of | 
northern prejudices and _ partisan 
marplotism. In its issue of March 29 
The Outlook says of the Crumpacker 
‘resolution to investigate southern 
electoral laws: 

lt will mark a revival of the most un- 
statesmanlike and disastrous legislation 
which the country has ever known; it will 
revive sectional feeling in its worst form, 
deepen the race antagonism and postpone 
the solution of the race problem. It is 
¥mpossibdle to solve the problem by legisla- 
tion; that truth the country has learned 
es the result of the bitterest experience. 
¢ * © Yery much more is to be gained 
by recognizing the extreme difficulties of 
the situation and by appealing to the fair- 
minded southern whites than by attempt- 
ing to force policies upon them which 
they will not accept, and which only con- 
firm their antagonisms. 

It would be a long step in the direc- 
tion of securing an ultimately peacea- 
ble and just solution of the negro suf- 
frage question in the south if the peo 
ple at large in the north would follow 
the counsel given by our distinguish- 
ed contemporary. The southern peo- 
ple earnestly and honestly desire to do 
whatever is safe and equitable in the 
premises, If left to reach such @ 
policy of their own will and in théir 
own way the ultimate results will be 
unquestionably fair and acceptable to 
the whole country. 

The southern people prefer an intel- 
ligent electorate. By gradual educa- 
tional ‘work and legislative restric- 
tion we are reaching forth to that gen- 
eral condition. The process is natu- 
rally slow where the very restriction 
sought must be sumitted to the votes 
of those who would be disfranchised 
by it. The use of ballot devices that 
of themselves require an educated in- 
telligence for their use must also be 
of gradual adoption, necessarily. But 
these aids to the end of securing in 
southern communities an electorate 
that can vote without “being showed.” 
bossed, dragooned and misdirected are 
coming more and more into favor and 
in another generation will be practi- 
cally in universal use among us. 

The southern people wish fora 
clean 3uffrage. They have never de- 
sired, or been comfcrtable in the re- 
sort to, any device to prevent the evil 
effects of senseless, sinister and de- 


structive negro power at the polis. | 


Whenever such devices have been 
used the necessity forced them as the 
only available means of “fighting fire 
with fire.” It was a case of burning 
the grass outward from the camp in 
order to meet, divide and divert the 
conflagration sweeping over the field. 
The great, corrupt and domineering 
mass of negro ignorance and mal- 
civism could only be met and made 
harmless by using against it its own 
methods and weapons. 

On the intelligence and honesty of 
the suffrage in the south depend the 
peace, the security and the progress 
of our population, society and vital 
enterprises. It is even more important 
to the negro than to the white man 
that government in the south should 
be controlled by the best and most 
honorable elements of the people. His 
enemies, when he has any, are found 
among the ignorant and shiftless who 
fear his competition. His safety and 
prosperity, therefore, must be found 
* under the sheltering arms of the domi- 
nant, intelligent, law-making and law-

Knowing, as the Crumpackerites 
well do, that the southern people will 
not submit themselves again to negro 
rule under any conditions, their every 
effort to revive that issue is a new 
appeal to incendiarism and a fresh in- 
stigation to apply the unwritten codes 
of repression and retaliation.

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Cooking Up Our War News. 


It has been openly charged in con- 
gress that the reports sent to the 
United States from the Philippines are 
“eooked up” to suit the ideas of the 
officials in the islands and to produce 
false impressions in this country. 
This is a most serious charge to em- 
anate from senators, but as they are 
in easy and daily touch with the de- 
partments in Washington they should 
be able to determine pretty accurate- 
ly the true status of the reports to 
which they refer. | 

The making of these charges only 
increases the desire of the general 
public to have a full and reliable in- 
vestigation of our administration of 
Filipino government. The pendency 
of a courtmartial before which a com- 
mander is being tried upon the charge 
of wantonly shooting eleven helpless 
prisoners is not calculated to add to 
the popular idea that our American 
methods in the Philippines are those 
of philanthropy, humanity and Chris- 
tian civilization. 

The country has a great deal of con- 
fidence in the soldierly and American 
character of General Chaffee. He 
served a lifetime, almost, against the 
Indians of the west and he made a 
most brilliant record as chief of staff 
of the governor general of Cuba for a 
period of two years. He was sent to 
the Philippines because, after General 
Miles, he was the best equipped sol- 
dier in the army for the kind of ser- 
vice needed in the archipelago. It is 
hard to believe that he “does not re- 
port facts as they actually are. 

As the days go by it is becoming 
more certain that the American 
masses are not asleep over this Phil- 
ippine affair. They are reading and 
watching the daily developments con, 
cerning it. They are not willing to 
turn it over, lock, stock and barrel, 
to the administration to be dealt with 
as the president, his secretary of war 
ané@ the presidential commissioners 
may elect. And if, when the truth is 
revealed to them, they do not like the 
legislation and rule enacted by con- 
gress they will proceed to undo it by 
the omnipotency of toeir ballots. 

Neither Roosevelt, nor Root, nor 
Taft, nor Chaffee, nor any other man 
or party of men, will stand before the 
indignation of the people if they shall 
once become convinced that the truth 
about the Philippines has been. sup- 
pressed, or “cooked up,” in order to 
obiain pcewer for despotic use against 
the dependent and misguided Filipinos. 
The best card the republicans can 
play, if they do not really fear it, is 
to open the war reports to inspection 
and let the truth be known. Other- 
wise, it is the duty of the democrats 
to press the issue before the people 
and obtain the authority and power 
to take over the Philippines under a 
democratic administration that will @o 
‘justice and tell the truth.

When it is remembered that of the 
seven millions of schoo} children in the 
southern states, six mWlions live in rural 
seitions and cities of less than 2,000 in- 
habitants, it is readily observed that any 
legislation for, or consideration of the 
cause of education that does not take 
into consideration, primarily, the con- 
dition and necessity of the rural sections 
is inappropriate and wholly out of place. 

A third of a century has contributed 
much to the comfort and desirability of 
the country home. The two-room log 
cabin has given plece to a modern frame 
building. Skilled labor Is rewarded with 
abyndant harvests, and the table is fur- 
nished with both’ substantials and luxuvu- 
ries; the loneliness of the home has been 
removed by thickly settled communities: 
rural delivery carries the daily mall to 
the farmer’s door, and he is thereby in 
touch with the world. The men of God 
has gone with his Bible into every com- 
munity, carrying glad tidings of great 
joy into every home. 

Thus, from any and every standpoint, 
the happiness, comfort and destrability 
of the country home has been enhanced. 

But what of our schools? What ais- 
tory has been written during this third 
of a century? 

‘The facts are that while the rural sec- 
tions have made rapid progress on. all 
other lines and in all other d2partments, 
thé school has declined from year to 
year. The ten months’ school has been 
abolished, and in its stead thee is a five 
months’ school, making en average of 
about forty days in the year. The 
teacher of age, experience, qualifications 
end peculiar adaptability that presided 
over the ten moths’ school is succeeded 
by a gentleman youth who will preside 
only until he can obtain “something bet- 
ter,” or by a young lady who uses the 
position as a stepping stone to matri- 
mony, which fs also “something better.”’ 
The teacher of experience and ability 
has abandoned his loved employ for the 
1eagson that the compensation is inade- 
quate. 

Is this state of affairs argeable to 
the public school system? he fact that 
it was not so intended neither retarded 
the result nor <clters the consequences. 
The state, realizing the ignorance and 
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helplessness of its children, just after the 
‘devastating war period, offered to come 
to their rescue, simply by supplementing 
the amount paid to teacherg by patrons, 
thereby increasing the usefulness and 
stability .of the rural school. The origi- 
nators never dreamed that its introduc- 
tien would result in such fearful and 
lementable consequences. 

No, the fault is not In the pubiis 
school system, but at the door of the 
people. The state has increased its ap- 
propriation from year to year, while 
the people have withdrawn their support 
in a much greater ratio, until they have 
reached the-point where they have absv- 
lutely folded their hands, withdrawn 
their financial support in its entirety, 
thus declaring to the state: “You may 
edigeate my child or it may grow up iz 
ignorance.”’ 

What is the remedy? > 

Whether right or wrong, the systeng 
is with us to stay. The already bur- 
dened taxpayers of the state will not now 
submit to an increased appropriation. 
The money with which to educate our 
children is not in sight and will not be 
forthcoming for years to come. We must 
go back to the vld system, and the ten 
months’ schoois in the country, with re- 
muneration cufficient. to secure expe- 
rienced: and competent teachers, supple- 
menting out of our own pockets the 
amount reveived from the public fund, 
or allow our children to be raised in woe- 
ful ignorance. If we return, the system 
will prove the blessing tnat it was in- 
tended, If we maintain our present at- 
titude, it would have been better for ys 
and our posterity if the public school 


| system had never been instituted,

Railroads Suggest This Plan 
in Preference to Grade 
_ Crossing. 


MATTER WAS ARGUED 
BEFORE THE COMMITTEE 


Georgia Railway and Electric Com- 
pany Wants To Operate a Com- 
plete Double Track System 
from City Through the 
‘Beventh Ward. 


The application of the Georgia Railway 
ind Blectric Company for the right to 
cross the tracks of the Atlanta and West 
Point and Central railroads at grade at 
the end of Whitehall street was the sub- 
ject of corsiderable discussion before the 
street railway committee of council yes- 
terday afternoon. Argument for and 
esgainst the plan was presented, but the 
committee took no action exc-pt to ar- 
eange for another meeting to be held n2xt 
Wednesday, at which time the matter 
will doubtless be decided. 

The street railway company claimed 
that it was absolutely necessary to ar- 
range som.e other method of entering 
West End, becauge, so it was declared, 
the present route through the tunnel] on 
Peters street was inadequate. The steam 
cailrozd companies, however, asserted 
that it was possible to enlarge this tun- 
nel, substitute double for single tracks 
and thus eliminate the dangers of 4 
grade crossing. C. A. Wickersham, pres- 
ident of the Atlanta and West Point 
railroad, submitted detailed plans show- 
Ing how this work could be done. 

Will Investigate Plan. 

He ¢2id it would cost the street rail- 
way company something to enlarge the 
tunnel, but he covsidered this plan che 
only true solution of the problem. Mr. 
Wickersham stated he felt sure the street 
railway company would experience no 
4ificulty in getting a perpetual right 
from the Central to encroach several 
feet on the right of way of that com- 
pany for the purpose of putting in the 
fouble tracx system. The -.committee 
finally agreed to submit the matter to 
the city enginecr and the engineers for 
theasteam and electric railway com- 
panies for investigation and report. When 
that report is filed with the committee, 
final action will be taken. 

Several members of the committee 
seemed to favor the plan suggested by 
Mr. ‘Wickersham, and were free to say 
they would vote for it in the event it was 
found to be practical. If it was not, then 
they expected to vote to ‘ailow the street 
railway company to cross the railroad 
tracks at grade. 

When the meeting opened yesterday 
Preston Arkwright, counsel for the strect 
railway company, explained the situation 
end iscussed the petition filed by his 
company. He said it was necessary to 
get out of the tunnel in order to give the 
citizens of the seventh ward the service 
to which they were entitled. He declared 
his company was opposed to the idea of 
making a grade crossing anywhere unless 
it found it could make no other arrange- 
ment. He asserted that the situation at 
the tunnel waa guch as to preclude the 
idea of enlarging the opening to accom- 
modate double tracks. 

Mr. Arkwiight explained that, if his 
compiry was allowed to make the grade 
crossing, a derailing system would be 
establighed, which, he said, would minim- 
ize the danger at the point of crossing. 
He also submitted several petitions sign- 
ed by citizens of the seventh ward who 
urged the committee to make a favorable 
report on the application of the streot 
railway company. ) 


Throw Out Every Safeguard. 
Julian Harris, who stated he was soon 
to become a resident of West End, urged 
the committee to be wary in their handa- 
ling of the question. That if i: should 


prove true, as the street railway people 
ciaimcd, that it was impossible to secure 
adequu:ée space under ine rairoad tracas 
and thus give a sutticient scheduie, then 
the matter of grade crossing was apropos, 
and if the committee shoula decide on the 
grade crossing the most elaborate and 
up-to-date automatic appliances should be 
used. He presented a drawing made by. 
Collier & Brown, electrical and mechani- 
cal engineers, outlining a system that 
would warn not only the street ears, but 
the approaching trains also. 

Mr. Harris recalled to the committee 
that the ¥ had upon a previous occa- 
sion called for fenders on street cars, and 
that after a long wrangle the only ones 
obtained were so dangerous that a man’s 
chances of escape, when knocked down 

a car, were practically annihilated. 
The failure to comply properly with the 
fender regulation, he asserted, should 
De a warning to the vommittee that if 
the grade crossing should be deemed wise 
and essential, the permission to so cross 
should incorporate a signal system of 
the committee's own choosing. 

Albert Howell, Jr., counsel for the 
steam railroads, announced that the stree: 
car company originally chose to tunnel 
under the railroad tracks in order to 
reach West End, and he seemed to think 
that the pian to make a 
was to keep from expending any more 
money .than the road was compelied to. 
He said he could see no good reason why 
the double tracks on Whitenal! etreet 
could not be extended along the street tn 
front of the Woodward Lumper Company 
to Gordor street. 

He explained that there was plenty of 

e under the tracks at Gordon street 
to permit of two lines run beneath the 
rails of the ¢team roads. He also assert- 
ed that with some work and the expenai- 
ture of money the present funnel at Pe- 
ters street couk! pe eniargrea and made 
to accommodate a svstem of double 
tracks. Mr. Howell argued that a ‘erade 
crossing should never be established un- 
ti! every other plan failed. 

Forrest Adair was opposed to the grade 
crossing plan. As a member of the board 
of county commissioners, he stated, he 
had always onrnoserd grade crossings. Mr. 
Adair felt positive the tunnrel could be en- 
la! to admit two tracks ond he as- 
serted this was the best ronte to reach 
Park street. He seemed to think the neo- 
ple who siened the petitions submitted 
to the committee were not fully informed 
as to ‘the situation.

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FOR ARMORY RENT 


Indications Are That There Will. Be 
No Encampments This Year. 


COMPANIES WANT THE MONEY 


Every Company in the State Has 
Sent in a Bill for the First 
Quarter’s Armory Rent. 
This May Prevent the 
Encampments. | 


The indications are that there wil be 
no regimental encamyments this vear as 
was recommended by the state military 
advisory board at its last meeting. 

It will be remembered at that time it 
was made optional with the regiments of 
the state whether they shuuld take their 
proportion of the milita:v fund to be 
used in paying armory rent or to be 
used for a regimental encampment under 
eertain conditions. There was about 
$1,800 allotted to each regiment and it 
was required that the regiment and its 
friends or the people/where the encamp- 
ment was to be held, should put enough 
to that sum to give the regiment an 
encampment of at least seven days, 
should the regiment decide to use its por- 
tion of the fund in that way. 

While none of the regiments have 
stated speciaNy that they did not de- 
sire to hold encampments this year, each 
cne of them has sent in bills for armory 
rent for the first quarter of the year, 
January, February and March This 
will take out about $450, or one-fourth 
of each regiment’s share of the military 
fund, leaving only about $1,350 to the 
credit of each regiment. This reduction 
in the portion of the fund alloted to 
each regiment would make it practically 
impossibie for any of the regiments to 
hold an encampment, unless a vegy 
much larg®*r amount was raised by sub- 
scription for the purpose. The faet, how- 
ever, that every company in the state 
has asked for its armory rent for the 
first quarter, would seem to be a suf- 
ficient indication that none of the regi- 
ments except to hold encampments this 
vear, unless they do it entirely on their 
own account as Deen sometimes done 
heretofore. 

Adjutant General J. W. Robertson has 
been busy for the last two or three days 
sending out armory rent checks for the 
first quarter. In many instances the 
papers have been improperly made out 
and have had to be returned for cor- 
rection. It will be several days yet, 
therefore, before the armory rent of all 
the companies is paid. 


FIRST CONCERT PLEASES 
A BRILLIANT AUDIENCE 
HE concert by ‘the Chicago orchés- 
- tra, Theodore Thomas, director, at 
the Grand last night, was a mag- 
nificent one, every expectation of a com- 
plete musical gratification being fulfilled.

END TO-STRIKE 
ON SOUTHERN 


Machinists will Return to 
Work at Former 
Wages, 


FIFTY MEN WALKED OUT 
OF ATLANTA SHOPS 


Third Vice President Gannon, Who 
Made Statement at Knoxville, 
Refuses To Give Out De- 
tails of the ‘Set- 
tlement. 


The machinists’ strike on the Southern 
railway, which has been {n progress al! 
over the system since last summer, has 
finally been settled through the medium 
of arbitration. The settlement of the 
strike was admitted yesterday by ‘Third 
Vice President Gannon, of the Southern, 
while in Knoxville. The men are to re- 
turn to work at the same scale of wages 
in force prior to May 20, 191, tne day of 
the strike. 

The details of the settlement of the 


‘strike were not given out ‘by Mr. Gan- 
‘non. 


In 4glanta some fifty machinists em- 
ployed in the Southern shops walked out 
on the 20th of May, 1901. ‘I'he strike on 
the entire system brought out 600 men. 
In this city only a few of the machinists 
gave in and returned to work. 

In meking the statement yesterday, in 
Knoxville, that the strike had ‘been set- 
tled, Third Vice Presment Gannon 4ad- 
mitted that the Southern had suffered 
from a lack of motive power since the 
inauguration of the stnke, 

It will be recalied that tne purpose of 
the strike was to secure a nine-hour vWS6rk 
day and retain at the same time the ten- 
hour wage scale.

Machinists, returned from New York ten 
days ago, where, in company with J. F.

Mr. Gannon Talks. 

The following dispatch from Knoxville, 
Tenn., tells of ‘the statement made by 
Mr. Gannon, of the Soutnern: 

“An important litem was aropped to- 
night by Mr. Gannon, who reached the 
city today. The machinists’ strike on the 
Southern system has been settled. The 
men are to return to work at the same 
scale of wages which was in force pre- 
vious to last May and will be taken back 
iag soon as they apply for work and.there 
is room for them.

This 
step was taken on account of a letter 
from Ordinary McAlpin, of that county, 
stating that the grand jury had recom-, 
mended that the county commissioners 
offer rewards of $250 in each case for the 
apprehension of the unknown persons who 
committed the recent murders in the 
Ogeechee district of that county, and 
had requested that the governor offer 
similar rewards in these cases. 

Within the last year or two there have 
heen four or five mysterious murders in 
the Ogeechee district in Chatham coun- 
ty. First Michael Schrenk, a storekeep- 
er, was &illed and robbed, and his wife 
came near suffering the game fate, but 
escaped with her life. She could give no 
satisfactory description of thie assailants. 
Then Jake Carter and later Dower Foun- 
tain met with similar fate. The body 
of an unknown negro wae also found in 
the same district. 

All of those crimes were surrounded 
by a strange mystery and the police were 
able to get small clew as to the perpetra- 
tors.

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SECOND MEETING 


Investigation of Fire Insurance Situa- 
tion Well Under Way. 


STOCKDELL’S PLAN ACCEPTED 


Committee Will Meet Insurance Men 
in Offices of Southeastern Tariff 
Association — Chief Joyner 
Appeared Before Commit- 
tee with Figures. 


The committee from the chamber of 
commerce which has the investigation of 
the recent increase in fire insurance rates 
on Atlanta dwellings under consideration 
held its second meeting yesterday morn- 
ing. 

Those who attended the meeing were J. 
G. Oglesby. George W. Parrott. H. 8S. 
Johnson, Asa G. Candler, Clark Howell 
and James R. Gray. Chief W. R. Joyner, 
of the Atlanta fire department, was also 
present at the request of the committee. 
Walter G. Cooper, secretary of the cham- 
ber of commerce, was present and acted 
as secretary for the committee. 

Chairman Gray read to the commit- 
tee his communication to President H. 
C. Stockdell, of the Southeastern Tariff 
Association, and President Stockdell’s re- 
ply, both of which were published in The 
Constitution of yesterday morning.

MAY EVACUATE 


Atlanta Greeks Form Com- 
- pany to Aid the Old 
Country. 


FEVER OF EXCITEMENT 
EXISTS IN THE COLONY 


Should Cablegram Arrive Today, It 
Is Said 150 of the 173 Greeks 
in This City Will Leave on 
the First Train.” 


The Greek colony of Atlanta, 173 ‘strong, 
threatens to disappear at a moment's no- 
tice. Local descendants of the illustrious 
Agamemnon and the renowned Paris are 
standing on tiptie in a fever of excite- 
ment, waiting for the word which will 
take them back to the old country to fight 
against Bulgarian rule in Macedonia. 

The Atlanta colony is in ignorance of 
the exact relation between Greece and 
Bulgaria, but enough information has 
drifted through from the port of New 
York to let them know that serious trouble 
is brewing. The reply which is expected 
now at any hour'to a cable sent yesterday 
mcrning by Victor Oanares and directed 
to a confidential source in Greece will de- 
termine whether the Atlanta colony is to 
leave for New York in a body within the 
next twenty-four hours. 

Victor Camares, a young Green 20 years 
of age and a mam of more education .and 
experience than his years might indicate, 
has been elected captain of the Greek 
company already formed in Atlanta. Ar- 
rangements were made yestercay for 150 
members of the colony to leave on the 
Southern at midnight last night provided 
the answer to the cable dispatch had ar- 
rived by that time. 

All yesterday excitement filled the 
breast of the local Greek over the war- 
like preparations made for his departure. 
Animated groups stood in front of nearly 
every fruit stand and copies of the well- 
known Greek paper published in New 
York, The Atlantis, were being read in 
feverish haste. At times the sale of fruit 
was forgotten, for the modern Greek is 
still a warrior in spite of ages of com- 
mercialism. Deep down in his Latin soul 
the price of fruit is as nothing to his love 
of country. 

The curious part of an otherwise in- 
spiring spectacle is that the Greeks them- 
selves don’t know exactly what they are 
going back to the old country to fight for. 
They scented trouble from afar and are 
keenly anxious to get back home. 

One member of the colony explained in 
broken English that the Bulgarians had 
murdered a Greek soldier And that Bul- 
garia was making incroachments on the 
territory of Macedonia... With a look in 
his eye, something akin to pride, he made 
it clear that for the first time in the 
memory of the living the Greek was allied 
with the Turk in thwarting the purpose 
of Bulgaria. 

Captain ,. Victor Canares_ stated last 
night that no reply had been received to 
the cablegram, but that when it did come 
1K) members of the Atlanta colony’ weuld 
pull up stakes and leave on the first train 
for New York city, there to take steamer 
for Europe.

FRAUD CHARGED: 
WILL ANNULLED 


Ordinary Wilkinson Sets 
Aside Will of Late 
George Thompson. 


ONE OF THE SIGNATURES 
OBTAINED AFTER HIS DEATH 


weceased Left Estate to His Wife, 
and Children Have Will De- 
clared Void—Two Witnesses 
Signéd It, and Third 
Name Was Added. 


On the ground that fraud had been 
committed, Ordinary John R. Wilkinson 
yesterday afternoon set aside the will of 
the late George Thompson, who died in 
Atlanta in July, 1891. The application, to 
declare the will void was made by two 
children of the deceased. 

The allegation on which* the will was set 
asile was to the effect that the signature 
of one of the witnesses had been obtain- 
ed after the death of Mr. Thompson. This 
point was not contested in court yester- 
day afternoon, ‘but, on the contrary, was 
admited. 

There appeared to be no doubt of the 
genuineness of the will. In it the de- 
ceased. left his estate, consisting princi- 
pally of property on Humphries street, 
to his wife, Mrs. Mary Catherine Thomp- 
son. Some time after the death of her 
‘husba:d, Mrs. Thompson visited the or- 
dinary’s office for the purpose of having 
the will probated Judge Lowndes Cal- 
houn, who was then ordinary, refused to 
do this, however, as the instrument con- 
tained only two signatures, while the law 
requires three. The si®natures were 
those of W. L. Johnson and G. E. John- 
£0n. 

According to the evidence, it seems that 
later, in November, Mrs. Thompson again 
appeared with the will, and this time it 
bore the . additional signature of her 
brother, M. W. Smith. The will was ac- 
cordingly probated in solemn form. 

The two children, who were then 
minors, have now become of age, and a 
few days ago petitioned Ordinary Wilkin- 
son, through their attorneys, Westmore- 
land Bros., to set the will aside. 

Witnesses Introduced. 

At the hearing yesterday afternoon 
three witnesses were introduced. Mrs. 
ThdOmpson admitted that she had obtain- 
ed the signature of her brothes after the 
death of her husband. Mr. Smith, the 
brother, also admitted this fact. Police 
Sergeant Moon testified that he accom- 
panied Mrs. Thompson on the occasion 
of her first visit .o the ordinary’s office, 
and that the will then only had two 
signatures. An order was then drawn 
setting aside the ll. 

This action prcbably means litigation 
in the courts. The children will now 
likely move to have an administrator 
appointed, end to have the property 
equally divided. This will no doubt neces- 
itate a fight, however, as it is under- 
stood that Mrs. Thompson has sold the 
property. If it is taken and divided 
among the heirs, it means loss to the pur- 
chasers. Such an effort will probably ve 
hard fought.

New York, April 9.—The cotton market 
opened steady ‘in toné with prices | to 3 
points higher and for a brief time gave no 
indication of making startling turns in either 
cirection. The Liverpool cables were a trifle 
letter than expected, but port receipts were 
liberal’ and speculative support was compar- 
etively light. It was not until 10:30 that 
positive strength developed, but for the bal- 
ance of the session the market exhibited a 
very strong undertone with shorts excited 
cuyers. All offerings were eagerly absorbed 
by arbitrag2: houses, local export firms, com- 
mission houses and room traders, who were 
urged on to this course by very bullish late 
Liverpool cables and remarkably firm ad- 
vices from southern spot markets. Private 
wires stated that preparations for the new 
crop were very backward, fertilizer sales 
were below the average, a decrease in acre- 
age was likely and that exporters were pick- 
ing up every bale offered at prices

came a very light estimate for tomorrow's 
Jiouston receipts and a sudden jump in prices 
in the New Orleans market. Offerings by 
joecal ‘‘reactionists’’ were quickly withdrawn 
in the local pit. A wave of heavy general 
buying set in and only receded when May 
reached 9.08, July 9.08 and August 8.88. 
Even then but a few points reaction followed 
with the close firm and net 5 to 14 points 
higher. The New Orleans estimate for to- 
morrow’s receipts was large, but failed to in 
any measurs check the upward rush of prices, 
Wall street was a large buyer of August 
throughout the session.

The market continues strong 
and closed at about the highest figures of 
the day, Atfril, May, June and July showing 
net gains 17 points, August 15, Sep- 
tember 9 aml October 7.

Yesterday’s Advance Foretaste of 
What Is To Come. 


New York, April 9@.—The highest prices 
reached this season for cotton have today been 
recordeGd and the market closes at the top. 
Today’s advance is, in my opinion, but a 
foretaste of what is yet to come. The figures 
of the visible supply on Friday will, I think, 
be startling and sensational. R. G. Dun & 
Co. say that their reports indicate a decrease 
of acreage for the next crop with emailer 
sales of fertilizers and a beckward season. 
My own very exhaustive inquiry fully con- 
firms this. The new crop is nearly three 
weeks late and the indfeated acreage is 6 
per cent less than last year. The world 
consumes 225,000 bales weekly. If the crop 
shall prove to be -three weeks late then 
an additional 775,000 bales will be required 
out of this year’s supply, already manifestly 
inadequate. If consumption continues at the 
present rate, there will be no cotton left by 
the 5th of July, as receipts are falling off 
with an unanimity and abruptnese that is en- 
tirely confirmatory of short-crop estimates. 
Two years ago cotton sold at over I! cents a 
pound upon a situation much less acute than 
will almost certainly develop this year. It 
seems idie to anticipate the culmination of 
the present advance as long as the consump- 
tion continues -und!iminished.

While 
there was no actual news uccompanying the 
movement, there was abundance <‘f rumor, 
which centered mostly about Louisville end 
Nashville, which was again the leader of the 
market in pcint of aetivity and ‘susta ned 
strength. The rumors reached the stage of 
en alleged fcrmation of a vommunity wv IL- 
terest project for the whole southern field, 
which would supposedly take in the Southern 
railway, Illinois Central and possibly minor 
competing systems. There were minor. ex- 
planations giowing out of the announced 
policy on the part of Louisville to extend 
into new territory, which inyolved the ab- 
sorption of connecting lUnes. into Chicago.

CHICAGO MARKET REVIEWED. 


Chicago? April 9.—Buillish news prevailed ir 
grains again today and brought fair activity 
ahd better’ prices all around.

Covering augmented the 
advance, and advices from the south were that 
the cold weather was not helping wheat 
growth, eet many to buying. There were con- 
tinued reports of decreasing stocks and breed- 
stuffs showed the world’s visible supply de- 
creased by 2,300,000 bushels, where it was 
increased 422,000 byshels last year.

IN THE COURTS, 


Judge A. E. Calhoun, of the city crim- 
inal court, announced yesterday that he 
intends holding a sesg@ion of his court 
every Saturday for the purpose of trying 
only jail cases. This may mean the s§lu- 
tion of the muchly agitated and muddled 
reformatory question of allowing .the -e- 
corder to send youthful violators of law 
direct from his court to the county re- 
formatory. 

Witn this system in vogue, wayward 

youths who violate a state law will be 
detained in priscn only a few days, the 
criminal court being open for such cases 
once every week. At-present Judge Cai- 
houn holds court only once a month, the 
regular term being the first week in ev2ry 
month. 
» At the recent corference between city 
and county: officials, when the matter was 
under consideration, Commissioner’4WN al- 
ter R. Brown suggested, as a solution vf 
the problem, that Judge Calhoun hold a 
sessioi1 of court every Saturday. Com- 
missioner Brown is of the opinfon that 
this plan witil prove satisfactory to both 
the clty and coypty. 

Judge Calhoun states that with the 
extra Saturday 3ession he believes the 
jail can be kept clear, thus giving the 
court a better opportunity to <iispose of 
the large number of bond cases that 
rapidly accumuiate. At present. the regu- 
lar sessions of court are usually con- 


1 sumed with the trial of jail cases, and 


the bound cases are necessarily postponed, 

The regular monthly session is now in 
progress, and no court will be held on 
Saturday. Judge Calhoun states that the 
first Saturday s<-stion will be held next 
week, 

Four Wives Divorced. 

Matr.imnonial disagreements and regrets

court. Four total divorces were granted, 
in eacn case the wife being the applicant 
for the severing of the marriage bonds.

Webb declared that she and her husband 
were married in Jenuary, 1896, in South 
Carolina, and that, after treating her 
cruelly, he Jeft her in April, 1899. The 
wife charged that in January, 1990, Webb 
marri:?d Eva Stewart, in hirmingham, 
and that they lived together as man and 
wife fur ‘some time. Mrs. Webb was 
represented by Attorney Aldine Cham- 
bers. 

Mrs. Ivy T. Harrison was granted a 
total divorce from her husband, Henry C. 
Harriscn, on the ground of cruel treat- 
ment. She charged that Harrison abused 
her and on several occasions threatened 
her life; that he also jeft her and her two 
babe3z on charity. Attorney W. -< 
Moyers represented the plaintirf. 

Mrs. Jessie M. McClurg secured leg il 
eeparation frem her husband, T. J. Mz-

and desertion. She stated that her hus- 
band vefused to furnish food or clothing, 
used vile and abuxive language, and ren- 
dered her life miserable.
